EDITORIAL NOTES, by Thos. B. Cromwell 


Conference 

N the coming together at Miami 

day—-in response to invitations sent by the 
Florida Racing Commission—-of represen- 
tatives of the various Turf governing bodies in 
the United States, Tif BLOOD-HORSE has pleasure 
in noting a response to its repeated calls for a 
conference of the kind this is intended to be 
We are certain no harm can possibly come of 
this meeting, and we are hopeful that the good 
that undoubtedly will be inaugurated there may 
endure for all time. It is hardly to be doubted 
that this meeting will be followed by others, and 
there is basis for hope that the conferees may 
work out of this and subsequent meetings a cen- 
tral office through which racing heads in the 
various states may be kept informed of changes 
in rules, action and rulings of stewards, the 
names of persons and horses banished from the 
Turf, and through which suggestions from time 
to time may be made from one to another of the 
powers for welfare of the Turf and the improve- 
ment of racing. This forthcoming meeting serves 
as a reminder of what was occurring at this time 
40 years ago. With the late James R. Keene as 
their leader, sterling men of the Turf of that 
period began on December 23, 1893, a series of 
meetings, out of which came the creation of The 
Jockey Club in New York and its incorporation 
on February 8, 1894. That movement was in- 
stigated because of the necessity for removal of 
evils, and for better government to insure the 
continuity of Thoroughbred horse breeding and 
the life of racing.: The present movement is 
actuated by need for abandonment of evil prac- 
tices, and for better control, to the end that we 
may have better racing and thereby better sup- 
port for the Thoroughbred horse breeding indus- 
try, an industry so essential to the Nation’s de- 
fense, regardless of the attitude of those who 
would completely motorize the Army. 

Army Animals 

HERE has come to us a circular concerning 

the care, appearance and equipment of horses 

and mules of the Army, issued by Major General

George Van Horn Moseley, Commander of the 
Fifth Army Corps Area, Fort Hayes, Columbus, 
Ohio, which is dated January 3, 1934, and from 
which we take the following paragraph: 

When motor transportation entered the Army, it did 
not Retencieg eliminate the horse and the mule, but it 
did cause a redistribution of the burdens of transporta- 
tion ‘in the interests of the service and of increased 
mobility. For a long time to come, the horse and mule 
will remain the fighting man’s best reliance for trans- 
portation in shifting sand and bottomless mud, espe- 
cially under war conditions, when roads are not avail- 
able, or have been destroved, and bridges have been 
rendered useless. This being so, the horses and mules 
that remain with us in the Army must be kept up fully 
to the best standards. 

Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE are conversant 
with the attitude of Representative Ross Collins, 
of Mississippi, toward Army motorization. He is 
the chief anti-animal man in Congress, yet it 
has to be that he is chairman of that division of 
the House Committee on Appropriations having 
charge of the Army appropriations bill at the 
present session. This bill carries provision for 
funds with which to continue the breeding pro- 
gram of the Remount Service, and for the pur- 
chase of about 1,000 riding horses, which is to 
say remounts for the cavalry. Representative 
Collins can be relied upon to write out of the bill 
as much as possible of the appropriation for the 


Remount Service. 


We offer the suggestion that you, without de- 
lay, write to your Representative in Congress and 
tell him (or her) your thoughts upon the need 
for funds sufficient to support the Army’s Re- 
mount Service plan, both as to stallions and rid- 
ing horses. 


Fillies 

HERE is an inequality in sales values to the 

favor of colts over fillies. This is due in 
largest sense, we think, to inequality of oppor- 
tunity for earning. We believe that if the writers 
of racing programs would undertake to equalize 
distribution of sex much of the prejudice against 
fillies would disappear, and their sales value 
would be enhanced. Why not ask the racing 
heads to give this a trial. 
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NOTES ON NICKS, by Matchem 


No. 8. Balko 


F the high-class horses which have entered 

the stud in the last few seasons there are 
few which have made their beginning with better 
credentials than Balko. His racing record would 
constitute the best proof of his promise as a sire, 
but it was too extended to be set forth here in 
detail. It was, however, too recent to have been 
forgotten, and will hardly need to be repeated, 
except in bare outline. 


Balko was bred by Arthur B. Hancock and 
foaled, April 28, 1925, at his Claiborne Stud at 
Paris, Ky. He was offered at Saratoga as a year- 
ling the following year, and was knocked down 
to William Martin, Tennessee turfman, for $2,600. 
Unlike most sprinters, he was not precocious. At 
two he showed little promise of high class, win- 
ning one race and finishing second four times in 
eight starts. At three he was not considered 
worthy of any important stakes engagements, 
but in the fall of the year he suddenly emerged 
with a string of victories which brought him into 
such prominence that Mrs. Charles Amory pur- 
chased him from Mr. Martin for $25,000 and 
turned him over to Trainer J. H. (Bud) Stotler, 
who had charge of him during the remainder of 
his racing career and is now directing his ac- 
tivities in the stud. 

At four Balko was moderately successful, but 
made no such showing against stakes company 
as he did at five and six, when he ranked at or 
very near the top of any handicap in which he 
was entered. His stakes victories at five included 
the Baltimore, Jennings, Toboggan, Speed and 
Fall Highweight Handicaps. One of his greatest 
races was in the Metropolitan Handicap, in which 
he carried 120 pounds and finished two lengths 
back of Jack High, under 110 pounds. Jack 
High’s time was 1:35, the fastest mile ever run 
on a circular track in competition up to that 
date. Considering the 10-pound difference in 
weight, it could hardly be said that Balko’s race 
on that occasion was inferior to Jack High’s. 
In the fall Highweight Handicap at Belmont 
Park Balko took up top weight of 136 pounds and 
set a new track record of 1:09 2-5 for six fur- 
longs down the Widener course—four-fifths of a 
second faster than the previous record. 

The black racer was out again as a 6-year-old, 
and was again a great sprinter. His stakes wins 
were in the Harford and Speed Handicaps, in 
which he carried 126 and 132 pounds respectively, 
top weight in each instance. He was retired at 
the end of 1931, with a record of 63 starts, 22 
wins, 16 seconds, six thirds, $71,580 won, by the 
accounting of the American Racing Manual. 
Though he was not rated a top-class horse in 
either of his first three seasons of racing, he 
established conclusively in the last two years of 
his career the fact that he ranks among the 
great sprinters and milers. 

It is gratifying to hear, from different horse- 
men, that the yearlings which constitute Balko’s 
first crop of foals are a promising lpt. The young 
sire stands at Mrs. Amory’s Sagamore Farm in 
the Worthington Valley in Maryland. 

The pedigree of Balko is an intriguing one. 
His sire, *Omar Khayyam, was a top-class racer 
and the sire of numerous stakes winners, includ- 
ing the stayers Aga Khan, Marconi, Mr. Khay- 
yam. *Omar Khayyam’s daughters are proving 
themselves good producers, but his sons (notably

Aga Khan) have failed to distinguish themselves 
at stud. People rarely stop to look before they 
leap to conclusions, and if one of *Omar Khay- 
yam’s sons fails at the stud, it is likely to be- 
come commonly accepted that all of them will. 
It is remarkable how rapidly, in this game of 
breeding race horses, an instance becomes a 
precedent. *Omar Khayyam was one of the best 
racers and one of the best-bred horses of recent 
years. In Balko he has sired a horse of high 
merit. Those are the facts to be considered. 

The dam of Balko was Rahu, a mare which 
Mr. Hancock had bought out of the Wickliffe 
Stud dispersal in 1918. She won at two and three 
under the Hancock colors, and was definitely a 
sprinter. The only other foal she produced be- 
sides Balko was a selling plater named Virginius, 
by *Wrack. Virginius’ career was like that of 
his half-brother, in that he improved as he grew 
older. He had less speed and less class than 
Balko; he was generally a slow beginner, and 
showed his best efforts at distances beyond a 
mile. I mention this because it gives a clue to 
Balko’s hereditary make-up. I think it means 
that, although Balko himself happened to be an 
exceptional sprinter, he will not be confined to 
siring sprinters. Because he had such remark- 
able speed and because it is naturally easier to 
breed speed than stamina, he probably will get 
more sprinters than stayers. But he should pro- 
duce horses with good stamina, if mated with 
that end in view. 

I don’t know whether Balko has sired any 
chestnut foals as yet, but if he has not there is a 
slight possibility that he is a pure dominant for 
dark coat color and black points. His sire was 
a chestnut, but his dam may have been a pure 
dominant, as neither of her two foals was 4 
chestnut. If Rahu was a pure dominant for color, 
she inherited the quality from her dam, Umbra, 
which took it from her sire, Ben Brush. Those 


who consider the inheritance of racing ability to 
be linked with the inheritance of coat color may 
wish to know about this matter. 

Balko’s male line is that of Matchem, a line 
which has never been strong, numerically con- 
sidered, in comparison with those of Eclipse and 
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Herod. But I suspect that Matchem’s male line 
descendants have a stronger foothold in America 
now than they have previously had in any coun- 
try. Balko should further strengthen their 
position. 

The female line of Balko has done its full 
share in shaping the history of the Turf. His 
dam was half-sister to faur winners, including 
High Cloud and Umbria, dam of Prince of 
Umbria. The third dam, *Sundown, was dam of 
*Peep o’ Day, Noonday (stakes winner and dam 
of High Time, High Noon and Vandergrift), 
Nightfall (dam of Campfire, etc.), etc. The 
fourth dam was the famous Sunshine, and the 
fifth the St. Leger winner Sunbeam, by Chanti- 
cleer. It is a “sire family,” if there is such a 
thing. 

The entire pedigree is another example of the 
benefits of mingling good American and good 
foreign strains. In five generations there is only 
one name repeated from the top to the bottom 
half of the pedigree, that of Galopin. In that it 
mingles the blood of Hermit, Galopin, Domino 
and Ben Brush, the pedigree is rather like that 
of Black Toney. It is breeding which would be 
extremely hard to fault. 

The most important names missing from the 
pedigree, and therefore the ones which should 
be sought after in the mates to be sent to Balko, 
are those of Isonomy, Bend Or, Carbine, Cyllene, 
Hanover. Mares with such ancestors as these 
in the background would, I believe, make the 
best mates, other things being equal—which 
they never are. 

As for inbreeding possibilities, they are numer- 
ous. The Domino strain, of course, can be re- 
peated ad lib., if it is wished to accentuate the 
speed. I would humbly suggest that mares of 
Ben Brush descent should not be-sent to Balko. 
Successes from Ben Brush inbreeding are very 
few in proportion to the number of opportunities. 

Finally, it seems to me that the finest crosses 
available just now for mating with Balko would 
certain’y include the following:

Once more let me affirm that these notes on 
pedigrees and nicks are not construed as having 
any importance except when considered along 
with, and as secondary to, individuality, that is, 
the visible attributes of the horses to be mated, 
such as performances, conformation, etc. 


HALF-BRED WINNERS 


Miss F. M. Prior, in a recent contribution to 
The Sporting Life (London), calls attention to 
the English winners of 1933 which are officially 
listed as half-bred because of their ineligibility 
to the General Stud Book. The former good race 
mare Verdict, which has two half-bred crosses, 
is dam of the stakes winners Versicle (by 
*Sickle) and Dictum and of the winner Priory 
Court. Verdict has had only four foals, and all 
are winners. Silver Gilt, the only one not men- 
tioned above, is, like Versicle and Dictum, a 
stakes winner. 


Several half-breds whose classification as such 
is due to American “contaminations” were win- 
ners last season, including Tom Tit III, Alcazar, 
Acquire and Autumn. Acquire, which won three 
races and was second in five others, is a 2-year- 
old chestnut filly by Purchase out of Budara, by 
The Finn.

Cash Betting 


HERE still is reason to believe Senator Craw- 

ford’s open’ betting bill, with Senator Blum- 
berg’s pari-mutuel bill in the Finance Committee 
of the New York Senate as this is written, will 
be enacted. Senator Dunnigan appears to favor 
it. He also favors a State Racing Commission of 
broader powers. Senator Dunnigan is mentioned 
as leading the horsemen’s group in’ this last 
move, and the writer believes the only possible 
change in the Crawford-Breitenbach bill, advo- 
cated in its present form by The Jockey Club, 
will be one encompassing this purpose. The open 
betting bill will hardly be supplanted by one for 
certificate wagering, though Senator Fearson, 
minority leader, and promoters of up-state tracks 
seem to prefer it. Certificate betting would 
bring far more revenue, of course, but it is doubt- 
ful if the Attorney General would sanction it. 
All legislation has been held up, however, by the 
battle royal over the election of a Clerk of the 
Assembly.

Big Events 


HE Kentucky Derby’s reduction, from $50,000 

added to $30,000 added, again gives the Ar- 
lington Classic, which formerly was of $70,000 
added, and in 1933 had $35,000 added, precedent 
among the land’s 3-year-old prizes as to its en- 
dowment. But the Belmont Stakes, with $25,000 
added, likely this year will again be the richest 
of the 3-year-old specials as to gross. At $30,000 
added, the Kentucky Derby is expected to attract 
the same field it would draw with $50,000, and it 
seems Colonel Winn and others of the American 
Turf Association believe the Preakness will re- 
main at $25,000 added. The $5,000 difference in 
favor of the Louisville race may decide several 
horsemen, who do not want to send their charges 
after both events, to strive for the Blue Grass 
prize, unless the Pimlico management boosts the 
ante. The high admission and liberally endowed 
stakes at the Downs the past few seasons have 
found a steady annual diminution of business, 
and the readjustment, especially the $1 general 
admission, should help.

ICTORIAN has made a good beginning as a 

progenitor, the first of his issue to reach the 
races, Dixiana’s Skippy McGee, earning brackets 
at the second asking, at Tropical. The Dun- 
treath sire has several juveniles among those 
awaiting the major season reputedly very brisk 
workers. Victorian yields to no horse in point 
of blood, combining infusions of each of the quar- 
tet which founded the Whitney breed, easily the 
most successful, Broomstick, Peter Pan, Ham- 
burg and *Meddler. Which reminds us that F. B. 
Koontz could well substitute *Meddler for Han- 
over in his “Four Point Idea” though Witchmount 
has no *Meddler. Also to say it @ pleasing to 
note breeding pundits are writing fewer innuen- 
does concerning the stamina of scions of those 
horses. They produced all kinds, like every other 
line. Bramble, Ben Brush, Peter Pan, Com- 
mando, Himyar, King James, Hamburg and right 
down to Questionnaire, Diavolo, Boniface, Equi- 
poise, Dark Secret and Gallant Fox, there have 
always been stayers jn their ranks. Admittedly,

Minstrel next at 20; Discovery, Jabot, *Soon 
Over, Elylee, High Glee, Hadagal, Spy Hill and 
Roustabout 30s. Sgt. Byrne and Wise Daughter 
are in the group at 40 to 1. In view of Mata 
Hari’s temperament and physique, the date, etc., 
15 to 1 is very short. The writer likes his Derby 
fillies a bit steadier, and the most phlegmatic 
frequently become whimsical about Derby time.

WINS UNDER 194 POUNDS 


When Millenium won a hurdle race at Baldoyle, 
Ireland, on January 1, he carried 194 pounds, a 
new record for the British Isles. There were 10 
runners in the race. The second at the finish, 
African Pet, beaten two lengths, was conceded 
66 pounds by the winner, and the third horse, 
Chalklands, was in receipt of 60 pounds. Millen- 
ium, owned by Mrs. Brinsley Plunket and trained 
by R. More O’Ferrall, is commonly being referred 
to as the best hurdler ever seen in Ireland over 
1144 miles. On the flat and over the hurdles he 
has won 19 races. 


TEXAS 


DATES 

ENTATIVE dates for the spring meeting to 

be held at Houston are March 10 to March 
31, 19 days of sport. The Texas Racing Com- 
mission has already granted to Arlington Downs, 
between Dallas and Forth Worth, the 21 days be- 
ginning Thursday, March 29, and ending Satur- 
day, April 21. Unless there is a revision, which 
just now seems unlikely, there will be a conflict 
of three days in the meetings. 

Lou Smith, general manager of Epsom Downs, 
has indicated that the 1934 Fall meeting at Hous- 
ton will be much earlier than the racing there 
last year, and that he will attempt to have the 
meeting ended by December 1. Houston mer- 
chants appear to have been complaining that the 
sport injured Christmas business by continuing 
from Thanksgiving Day to the end of the year. 

Commented Lloyd Gregory, sports editor of 
The Houston Post: ‘As far as the revenue of the 
track is concerned, it probably would be best to 
open next Fall’s Epsom Downs meeting Thanks- 
giving Day, and run until New Year’s Day. But 
Lou Smith wants to co-operate in every way with 
Houston merchants, and is eager to seek other 
dates.” 


ARLINGTON DOWNS IMPROVEMENTS 


Extensive improvements are being made at the 
Arlington Downs track and will be finished in 
time for the opening of the spring meeting March 
29. Almost 200 new stalls have been added, so 
that accommodations will be available for 1,000 
horses. A mezzanine floor is being added to the 
grandstand, with mutuels, concessions, lounges 
and other conveniences. The clubhouse is being 
extended 40 feet, the grandstand 160 feet. The 
grandstand’s capacity will be almost doubled. A 
lake 1,000 feet long, 550 feet wide, is being made 
in the infield. 

Purses for the spring meeting will range from 
a $700 minimum to the $10,000 added for the 
Texas Derby, which is to be run the last day, 
Saturday, April 21. 


TEXAS FUTURITY EXTENDED 


The Texas Breeders’ Futurity has already 
closed for its 1934 and 1935 renewals. After 1935 
it will become the Southwest Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Futurity, and will be open to horses 
bred in Oklahoma as well as Texas, according to 
an announcement which failed to state the value 
of the race. Blanks for nominations for the 1936 
renewal (foals of 1934) will be ready in a short 
while. Other Southwest States will be included 
along with Texas and Oklahoma in later years, 
according to the present plan.

OCCASIONAL CHATTER, by E. C. Smith 


Ready in Massachusetts 


“Will you walk a little faster, said a whiting to a snail. 
There’s a porpoise close behind us and he’s treading 
on my tail.” 


HIS song of the Mock Turtle in Alice in Won- 

derland may be said to illustrate conditions 
in Massachusetts regarding the legalization of 
Thoroughbred racing in that State. 


The popular success of Rockingham Park, just 
across the state line, together with the revenue 
racing brought to the State of New Hampshire, 
is the porpoise treading on the snail of country 
old opposition to legalizing any measure, which 
was considered in the light of a gambling propo- 
sition. 

But with more than four times as many in- 
habitants, within easy train or motoring dis- 
tance, than there are in the entire State of New 
Hampshire, the citizens and taxpayers of Massa- 
chusetts need no Seventh Son deductions to real- 
ize from whence this revenue came. This aid to 
the Granite State Treasury, more than $430,000, 
lacks but a few thousands of equalling one dollar 
for every man, woman and child in the Common- 
wealth, and is important money anywhere these 
days, even in Massachusetts. 

Moreover, the Bay State natives have demon- 
strated that they like racing for itself, and a 
wonderful change has come over them regarding 
the sport. Only a few days ago the leading 
paper in one of the smaller cities of the sector, 
which in the past had shown an intolerant and 
belligerent attitude toward the sport, editorially 
called it “Our Rockingham.” 

What are now the important cities in the East- 
ern part of Massachusetts, were in the making 
by the Pilgrims and Puritans at the time modern 
racing was established in England. Nowhere in 
the United States have the customs, manners, 
idioms of speech, pertinently illustrative expres- 
sions of Old England, lived so long as in that 
section. But racing, notwithstanding its popu- 
larity in the mother country was left to the Cava- 
liers, who settled the South and those more liber- 
ally minded Englishmen, who succeeded the 
Dutch in New York. 

The opposition in New England to this par- 
ticular form of sport is not easily understood, 
for in the good days of harness racing it was 
much in favor. New England was one of the 
strongholds of the Grand Circuit and its adher- 
ents surely were among the big gambling men of 
the time. 

Racing in the neighborhood of Boston would 
quickly develop into a bulwark of the American 
Turf. For drawing power it would be surpassed 
only by New York and Chicago. The population 
of Boston is well on to a million, while there are 
eight or nine cities within easy transportation 
limits each with a population of more than 
100,000 and a score of smaller towns, ranging in 
inhabitants from 25,000 to 65,000, to say nothing 
of thousands of summer residents in the vicinity. 

That a determined effort will be made to pass 
a racing bill this winter is assured, and with an 
excellent chance of success. A neW generation, 
which had blindly accepted the dictum of the 
past that racing was all wrong, having been 
shown, is now doing its own thinking, and largely 
it is favorable, aside from the prospects of reve- 
nue. The porpoise is steadily overtaking the 
snail. 

Massachusetts and its principal city, Boston, 


needs racing. A break from the arch conserva- 
tism of yesteryear has come. It is noticeable to 
close observers. Joseph Hergesheimer, author, 
analyst of human emotions and the complexi- 
ties of community social order, recently said: 
“Boston is gone. The entire character of the 
town has changed, or has been lost.” 


Verily a change has come to the Hub of the 
Universe. No longer does a split infinitive brand 
one as an inexpressible moron, nor do Victorian 
ladies drape the legs of the piano. A descendant 
of that old family: 

“The Cabots who speak only to the Lowells, 
While the Lowells speak only to God” 
has gone Hollywood and unblushingly admits 
that he is all for it. 

Tempus fugitting furiously in recent years has 
knocked so many props from under the old theo- 
ries, beliefs, customs and idealisms, that Boston 
needs racing as a stabilizer for the new and com- 
plex emotions which follow in the wake of the 
renaissance. 


With a distinct call for action, from many of 
the people, with sites already tentatively se- 
lected, and with promoters ’rarin’ to go, there is 
a good prospect that the porpoise will obliterate 
the snail, adamantine exterior and all.

Important Money 


HE reduction of purse values, now, of neces- 

sity, the vogue at some of the winter tracks, 

is harking back a quarter of a century, when $400 

purses, with an occasional $500 handicap or con- 

dition race, was the regular order. This was 

the rule when Santa Anita track at Los Angeles 
opened. 

The late Sam Hildreth, had the largest stable 
there, as well as the best horses. The reputation 
of the Hildreth horses, was such that it was hard 
to fill a condition race, and the horses did not 
belong in selling events. Even when four or five 
horses would elect to try conclusions in a condi- 
tion race, Hildreth had one which so far out- 
classed the others as to make the race lopsided, 
with a prohibitive favorite, a condition not at all 
pleasing to the patrons, or the ring and such 
races would not be programmed. 

Mr. Hildreth jumped me, as racing secretary, 
more than once for not letting these races go. 
Knowing that he loved to bet pretty well on his 
horses, I would give the excuse that he would be 
unable to profit by the betting. This, I agree in 
the light of reason, was a lame evasion. 

“Never mind the betting part of it,” he told 
me. “That $325 first money is important when 
a man has a big stable to feed and to care for.” 

Think of first money in a $400 purse being of 
importance to the owner of one of the biggest 
stables in the country, you horsemen who have 
basked in race track profligacy so long that you 
were inclined to look askance at $1,000 purses.

*Sickle 


*QICKLE, the son of Phalaris—Selene now 

standing at Joseph E. Widener’s Elmendorf 
Stud, had a fair first season showing, seven of his 
get winning 19 races. They include two stakes 
winners of four fixtures, Jabot (victor in the 
Kentucky, Juvenile and Selima), making the best 
showing. Unfortunately for the owner of *Sickle, 
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the get of the horse in his own stable did not fare 
so well, but the showing was encouraging to him. 

Having an intense interest in the breeding and 
racing venture of her husband, Mrs. Widener 
when she passed away a few years ago, left 
$100,000 to Mr. Widener to be used in replacing 
Fair Play in the stud, which in the nature of 
things would not be long delayed. Mr. Widener’s 
good friend, Lord Derby, knowing of this provi- 
sion let *Sickle go with the condition that he was 
not to be paid for until Mr. Widener was satis- 
fied with the horse. This deal was, I believe, 
ratified a year ago. 

*Sickle’s dam, Selene won 16 races for Lord 
Derby as a two- and three-year-old, including the 
Liverpool Cup, about which there is a story. 
Lord Stanley, oldest son of the Earl of Derby, 
was standing for Parliament in a Liverpool dis- 
trict and was one of the speakers at a political 
rally in the city one night. When it came his 
turn to speak the crowd would not have it. “Give 
us a tip on one of your father’s horses,’”’ was the 
cry from all and sundry. ‘You don’t need to 
speak, for we are going to elect you anyway.” 

Seeing that it was useless to try to proceed, 
Lord Stanley calmed his hearers and said in all 
earnestness: “I think my father’s mare, Selene, 
will win the Liverpool Cup,” after which he was 
permitted to talk. 

The starting price layers in the Liverpool 
sector were all but put out of business when 
Selene won the race soon afterward.

THE CASE FOR INBREEDING 


DEAR MATCHEM: 

HAD not intended my informal blurb to be 

given the somewhat doubtful benefit of pub- 
licity. Rather it was designed, if there was any 
conscious purpose in it at all, to raise in your 
mind the question of inbreeding and call for an 
expression of some of your wide experiences and 
observations along these lines. 

But all is necessarily grist that comes to an 
editor’s desk, and you have made pretty fine meal 
out of my ear of corn; however, I have no objec- 
tion to its use and very little in the way of facts 
to offer in rebuttal to your conclusions. 

This does not mean that I agree with you, but 
only that I feel your conclusions remain unsub- 
stantiated. As A. D. Buchanan Smith says in 
the epilogue of his study of the Genetics of the 
Horse: “If one should not have recognized it at 
the beginning, one certainly must know at the 
end of this article that the horse is a most un- 
satisfactory material for genetical study, slow to 
attain maturity and reproducing itself but tar- 


dily. Owing to this it is practically impossible to . 


carry out controlled breeding experiments on 
Such a scale as would be satisfactory from the 
scientific point of view. Most of the data is de- 
rived from the stud book records which are often 
entirely unreliable especially when dealing with 
characters as for example, color: while some of 
the reports appear to be purely anecdotal. But 


the difficulty that outweighs all others is that at 
the present time there is no common language 
in which different peoples can describe the same 
phenomena. Until the characters of the horse 
which are: studied have been defined and de- 
scribed in a language understandable by all there 
must remain great obstacles in the development 
of our knowledge of the genetics of the horse.” 

This is not to say that an immense amount of 
study has not been given to the subject. For I 
have before me as I write a list of 196 papers 
relating to the inheritance of the horse. These 
range all the way from studies of the inheritance 
of blood groups to bleeding and big head. Dar- 
win wrote on the inheritance of ring bones, curbs, 
spavin, founder, roaring, opthalmia, crib biting 
and jibbing. Since his day, everything from a 
study of the Pathological Fold of the Eyelid by 
Schmidt to the monograph on Stringhalt, Shiv- 
ering and Whistling, by Buchanan Smith has 
been worked over by very competent men. 

Conformation studies running from the paper 
by Schultz in 1921 on the inheritance of cowhocks 
to that of Buchmann on the Pathological 
Changes in the Angle of the Pastern are avail- 
able to those who care to read them. Studies on 
lameness ranging from Schmidt’s monograph on 
Navicular Disease to data compiled by Robert- 
son on the Inheritance of Sidebone. Modes of 
inheritance of internal organs such as the work 
of Yamane on Atresia Coli have been prepared. 

And this brings me to my point: Nowhere in 
any genetic study that I have seen nor in my ob- 
servation of practical horse breeding operations 
over a period of a quarter century, have I learned 
that the laws which govern inheritance in horses 
of any breed or description vary in the slightest 
degree from those laws which govern inheritance 
in other animals. 

It may possibly be that, as you suggest, Thor- 
oughbreds are different—a law unto themselves. 
Permit me to suggest, however, that so far as 
the record goes that I have read, there is seem- 
ingly no scientific basis for your conclusion. 

If this observation is incorrect and there is 
available any data or collection of facts or indeed 
any opinion of a first rate geneticist that there is 
in fact a real and observable difference between 
the way Thoroughbred horses receive their in- 
heritances and other animals receive theirs, may 
I not ask that such data or conclusions be 
published ? 

I quote you as follows: “High Time reveals 
nothing concerning purifying the breed.” Possi- 
bly so. Yet to the geneticist his pedigree and 
that of his sire Ultimus are the most interesting 
of any in the stud book, for they represent con- 
scious and successful efforts to produce animals 
homozygous for the factors which make for speed 
and—more important—which will hand on these 
factors. 

When Commando, a son of Domino, was mated 
with Running Stream, a daughter of Domino, 
there resulted one of the most “prepotent” stal- 
lions of the breed. The geneticists would say 
that probably the arrangement of the genes on 
the chromosomes of this horse was such as to 
make it difficult for the speed factors to become 
lost in a cross with other animals. Whether this 
is due to gene proximity on the chromosome, 
mechanical arrangement or a true mingling, we 
do not know. But we do know that homozygous 
animals can be produced by elimination of an- 
cestors, that is, by inbreeding. 

Chance arranged the gene pattern which made 
Ultimus what he was. It was possible for him to 
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have partaken more of the qualities of Emma C. 
and Dancing Water, his grandams, but the per- 
centage favored the Domino inheritance and this 
inheritance was possibly his. That Ultimus was 
in fact a “pure” “prepotent” of homozygous 
animal his record proves beyond doubt. His un- 
timely death was a great loss to the breed. 

High Time’s pedigree is quite as interesting. 
It is the result of adding to that of his sire, 
Ultimus, the mare Noonday, a daughter of 
Domino and Sundown. This additional line of 
Domino is viewed by the unthinking as a further 
“purification” of the Domino strain. Yet it re- 
quires only a casual review to recall that to this 
quite homozygous animal, Ultimus, we introduce 
a direct cross between Domino and Sundown. 
Noonday might or might not have been genetic- 
ally pure. Probably she was not, hence the odds 
are that High Time is not as homozygous a horse 
as was Ultimus. Yet he was and is a remarkably 
dominant horse and forms a corner stone that 
is fixed, from which breeding patterns can be 
surveyed. I do not mean by this that he is or is 
not the “best” sire for producing money win- 
ners. The above deals solely with genetic factors 
and their origin. Yet it is readily apparent that 
as a progenitor of early speed, High Time has 
produced the goods year after year. 

These breeding patterns of Ultimus and High 
Time deal with one of the most easily “fixed” 
qualities in the Thoroughbred, namely, speed. 
A number of studies seem to point to the fact 
that speed is dominant in inheritance, but that 
stamina can not be so readily determined as to 
its laws. In fact, it is not a factor which can 
be stated in genetic terms as yet. 


But given an animal homozygous or pure for 
speed inheritance, admixtures of different un- 
known qualities are more easily dealt with be- 
cause there is at least one known and definite 
factor on which to base operations and con- 
clusions. 


The great race mare, Esseff, is a case in point. 
To speed has been added the staying pattern, 
probably coming from Sardanapale, and the re- 
sulting cross is a happy one for racing purposes. 
Genetically speaking, however, she is probably 
heterozygous for many factors. 

That is why I said that the “best” way to 
breed an inbred horse is to return the pattern 
because in at least a substantial number of cases, 
the result is a genetically pure or dominant ani- 
mal. It may be “prepotent” for bad factors, but 
this is a horse of quite another color and one of 
the reasons why breeding is far from an exact 
science. 

An outcross from an inbred horse may result 
in an animal of good performing abilities, but its 
inheritance and breeding possibiltes are more 
likely to be mixed, hence the chance of a success- 
ful breeding program based on it are lessened 
because of its comparatively unknown genetic 
basis. 

The theories above stated have been substan- 
tiated by practical breeding operations in many 
fields of animal husbandry. The Thoroughbred 
horse may be an exception to the rules which 
govern all other animals; if it is? this departure 
will be a most interesting one to all geneticists 
and breeders. R. P. COMBS,

Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 


I see in a recent issue that one of your corre- 
spondents, Mr. Combs, heavily underlines the 
merits of incestuous inbreeding as illustrated by 
the Incas of Peru. 


It might be well to call attention to the fact 
that, as in the case of similar inbreeding attrib- 
uted to the kings and queens of Egypt, in times 
B. C., the ideas loosely held about it are not only 
like the historic report of Mark Twain’s death, 
“grossly exaggerated’”—they are generally mis- 
leading. 

Here are a few of the facts—or that is, the 
nearest ascertainable approximation to them. 

The Incas, who had been the royal dynasty of 
Peru for generations previous to its conquest by 
Pizarro, claimed to be the direct descendants of 
an original “family founder’ named Manco 
Capac, and his own “sister-wife.”” Manco Capac 
was also superhuman, being with his aforesaid 
“sister-wife,” of divine origin. He was supposed 
to have appeared in Peru about 1100 A. D., and 
to have been a “son of the Sun.’”’ The Spaniards 
conquered Peru in A. D. 1534, or about 400 years 
subsequently. Our only authorities for the his- 
tory of that period are the old accounts of the 
country written by the Spaniards, who gathered 
them by word of mouth from the natives. Of 
these there were several grades. At the top were 
the Incas and those related to them, forming the 
nobility—a small governing class ruling with 
absolute despotism over all the middle and lower 
classes. All wealth, culture and power lodged 
exclusively in the reigning class, without excep- 
tion. But they had no written history or litera- 
ture of any kind and all records were purely 
traditional, having been handed down from gen- 
eration to generation orally. As is well known, 
such records are notoriously unreliable. There is 
nothing to check them up by and when surveyed 
or examined in the mass they are found to be full 
of impossibilities, fables, myths, miracles, and 
monstrosities. 

As the Incas ruled by “right divine’ it was to 


. their interest to preserve the legend of their 


purely divine origin and the unmixed godhood of 
all succeeding generations of Inca kings and 
rulers. The only way in which anything of that 
kind could be started was by the production of 
the kingly race through the marriage of own 
brothers and sisters. The alleged founder of the 
Inca race, Manco Capac, and his “sister-wife,” 
are now known to have been purely mythical— 
he was what is called by mythologists nowadays 
a “culture-hero” such as many different nations 
have imagined in order to endow their sovereigns 
with a non-human and purely divine pedigree. 

According to the most authoritative table of 
the Incas that the Spaniards could dig up, there 
had been only 12 different sovereigns after Manco 
Capac at the time of the conquest; each of which 
was the son of an own brother and sister of pure 
Inca blood until the last one, Atahualpa, who 
was conquered and killed by Pizarro. He was 4 
son of the previous Inca and a princess of Ecua- 
dor, which country Peru had conquered and the 
Inca liked it so much better than his own that 
he married its royal princess and settled down 
there for the rest of his life, making his home 
there. 

It has been pointed out that the native table of 
Incas, showing only 12 between Manco Capac and 
the Spanish Conquest, cannot be correct, as it 
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would show an average reign of about 35 years 
for each one in succession—something that never 
could have happened. Moreover, the Incas were 
polygamists on the grand scale. Each of them 
had hosts of wives and concubines and one of 
them, according to the traditions, had over 200 
children. Moreover, the Inca dynasty was a 
“close corporation” of despotic power. Nobody 
knew anything about what went on “on the 
inside’ except the Incas themselves. They gave 
out to the people what they chose to and the peo- 
ple believed it because the Incas were gods and 
in sole possession of all truth and knowledge. 

Now, everybody knows what always happened 
in ancient times under such circumstances. Often 
the chief, or official wife of a king had no chil- 
dren; or she had no sons; in which case another 
woman’s son became king. And often the reign- 
ing king chose as his successor some favorite son 
not “legally” (if such a word may be used) en- 
titled to be so. There were civil wars from time 
to time to decide the Inca succession; there were 
also various ups and downs in the country during 
the Inca period. Prescott, the great historian of 
the “Conquest of Peru,’ who spent many years 
gathering the facts and documents upon which 
it was based, himself wrote that previous to the 
advent of the Incas, Peru had long enjoyed an 
advanced civilization, but that historically 
nothing remained of it except the great archi- 
tectural remains which have excited the wonder 
of the world. “It is a land of darkness,’”’ were 
his words, “that lies far beyond the domain of 
history.” Then, continuing, he also said: “The 
same mists that hang around the origin of the 
Incas continue to settle on their subsequent 
annals and so imperfect were the records em- 
ployed by the Peruvians, and so confused and 
contradictory their traditions, that the historian 
finds no firm footing to stand upon till within a 
century of the Spanish Conquest.” Prescott 
wrote as far back as 1847, but since then nothing 
has been found that invalidates his conclusions 
in a general way. 

When we recall all these things, also that the 
Peruvians were a densely ignorant, intensely su- 
perstitious nation, given to everyday belief of the 
most impossible and supernatural things in con- 
nection with the Incas, and that the Incas them- 
selves disseminated and systematically inculcated 
these things for their own royal benefit, the im- 
possibility of basing any valid claims for the su- 
periority of human incestuous inbreeding among 
them is abundantly manifest. SALVATOR.

by The Jockey Club’s rules should be under the 
complete jurisdiction of the Racing Commission.

RACING COMMISSION’S REPORT 


EMBERS of the General Assembly in session 

at Frankfort found on their desks Monday 
of this week the fourteenth biennial report of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission, prepared 
by Secretary Thomas Rust Underwood, of Lex- 
ington. No report of the Commission in recent 
years has approached it for extensive and definite 
detail. It begins: 

Racing in Kentucky has been conducted under the 
control of the State Racing Commission for a quarter 
of a century. The Commission was created by an act 
of the Legislature approved on March 23, 1906. For 
two years thereafter the constitutionality of the act 
and the authority of the Commission were tested in 
the courts. 

For the past 25 years the Commission has had fullest 
co-operation and unhampered authority to regulate rac- 
ing. The purpose of such regulation is to keep racing 
upon a high plane as a ~ oe the public enjoys and as 
a test of the breeding of Thoroughbred horses which 
is one of the State’s most important industries and one 
of the Nation’s basic needs. 

Many other states in the past two years have legal- 
ized racing. Virtually all states that have legalized 
racing, before so doing have requested and received 
from the Kentucky Racing Commission information as 
to Kentucky's laws, racing rules and experience. 

The fact that so many states have adopted similar 
methods of control and the popularity and good opinion 
of the sport at home, evidence the success of the act 
of 1906 in accomplishing the purposes for which it was 
passed. 

The report then lists among the accomplish- 
ments of the biennium 1932-33, 1) passage of a 
rule to require the licensing, for a nominal fee 
of $1 a year, of all exercise boys, grooms, stable 
foremen, valets, veterinarians and horse-shoers, 
thus bringing these persons under control of the 
Commission; 2) strengthening of the rule against 
narcotics by making the mere possession of nar- 
cotic drugs an offense sufficient to justify ruling 
off; 3) publication of complete lists of colors reg- 
istered with the Commission; 4) passage of a 
rule to permit racing news services to be repre- 
sented on the grounds of the associations under 
the control of the telegraph censor, since “it was 
considered in the public interest to have them 
subject to regulation’; 5) permission to racing 
associations to reduce the minimum for stakes 
and purses “when necessary.” 

It is related that during 1932 27 suspensions 
for foul riding for a total of 210 days were made 
by the stewards at Kentucky tracks and that 
three fines totaling $200 were assessed. There 
were two disqualifications and first money was 
disallowed in another race. In 1933 there were 
42 suspensions for a total of 319 days for foul 
riding ‘or other similar causes,’”’ and three addi- 
tional suspensions totaling 60 days for bringing 
horses late to the paddock. There was one in- 
definite suspension, three cases in which further 
entry of a horse was denied, and one case in 
which further mounts were denied to a jockey. 

During 1932 and 1933, under the law passed at 
the last previous session of the Legislature, the 
Lexington and Dade Park tracks have paid $500 
daily license tax, while the Churchill Downs and 
Latonia license fees continued at $2,500. Under 
this arrangement the State received in license 
fees for 1932 a total of $212,500; in 1933, 
$191,500; total for the biennium, $404,000. 

The pari-mutuel turnover for all Kentucky 
tracks is given by years as follows since 1928:

The report does not mention it, but a 10 per 
cent take-out has been permitted at all Kentucky 
tracks since and including the Fall meeting of 
1931 at Latonia. Lexington and Dade Park have 
been permitted to take 10 per cent since 1928. 

The report, in its section setting forth “evi- 
dence of Kentucky’s supremacy as a breeding 
place for Thoroughbreds” quotes a survey made 
by Thomas B. Cromwell, editor of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE, and placing a valuation of approximately 
$30,800,000 on the value of Kentucky Thorough- 
breds and the land devoted to their production 
and maintenance. 

It is stated that in 1932 licenses were issued 
to 469 trainers, 199 jockeys, 66 apprentice 
jockeys, 118 agents, 879 exercise boys, grooms, 
platers, stable foremen, valets and veterinarians; 
in 1933, 466 trainers, 157 jockeys, 66 apprentice 
jockeys, 77 agents, 64 jockey agents, 1,567 exer- 
cise boys, grooms, platers, stable foremen, valets 
and veterinarians. 

Kentucky tracks are stated to have distributed 
in 1932 $783,090 in stakes and purses; in 1933, 
$647,035. 


DERBY REDUCED TO $30,000 


The Kentucky Derby, the only $50,000 added 
race run in America last year, will have $30,000 
added for the 1934 renewal, it was announced 
last week by Matt J. Winn, president of the 
American Turf Association and executive direc- 
tor of Churchill Downs. It had been generally 
expected that the famous fixture would be given 
an endowment of $25,000, just half the figure 
which prevailed from 1921 to 1933 inclusive. 
Although the announcement did not so state, it is 
presumed that the $25 nomination and $500 start- 
ing fee remain as in the past. The closing date 
is Wednesday, February 7, and it is stated that 
stakes blanks will be in the mails by the middle 
of this week. (See advertisement, page 97.) 

With the Derby other stakes races at Church- 
ill Downs’ spring meeting were also whittled. 
The Kentucky Oaks, the Clark Handicap and 
Bashford Manor Stakes will be $2,500. Each of 
these fixtures had $5,000 added in 1933, 

In Chicago Colonel Winn sadly explained. The 
Associated Press reported: “He fought against 
reduction for three months, he said, but was 
forced to do it to meet general economic condi- 
tions, public demand for lower admission to 
Churchill Downs and a reduction in the price of 
box seats.” 

“We had to cut the cloth to fit the pattern,” 
said Colonel Winn, borrowing a figure of speech 
from his former profession, tailoring. 

Good news to thousands of race-goers was the 
announcement that general admission on Ken- 
tucky Derby day, May 5, would be $2, instead of 
$3, as previously, and that general admission for 
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other days would be reduced from $2 to $1. Other 
prices have also been scaled down. 

From Chicago last week Colonel Winn issued 
his annual optimistic prophecy, beginning: 

“With the American people generally more op- 
timistic, the new year promises that the racing 
associations of the nation will have a successful 
season and that the losses of 1933 will be re- 
couped. This will be brought about by the neces- 
sary adjustment in the value of stakes and 
purses. The race-loving public will profit by fur- 
ther economies that will be carried out.” 


A. W. STURGEON’S DEATH 


Arthur W. Sturgeon, 74, died at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Lexington, on January 10 as the result 
of a heart attack with which he was stricken the 
the previous Sunday, while making preparations 
to go to Palm Beach, Fla., to spend the remainder 
of the winter. Mr. Sturgeon was a native of 
England. He came to America with the noted 
stallion *Rayon d’Or. He came to Kentucky with 
*Rayon d’Or when the elder August Belmont 
bought him and placed him at the Nursery Stud. 
Mr. Sturgeon remained at the Nursery Stud 
until about 19 years ago when he went to Idle 
Hour Farm. About three years ago Col. E. R. 
Bradley retired him on account of the state of 
his health, but last summer he recovered suf- 
ficiently to return to employment. He is sur- 
vived by his sons, A. W. and Roy Sturgeon, both 
of Cincinnati. His body was taken, after funeral 
services conducted by Dr. J. W. Porter at Lex- 
ington, to Newport for interment on January 12. 


COLDSTREAM HORSES 


Trainers Max Hirsch and A. B. Gordon were 
in Lexington last week looking over the racing 
material’ which Dr. John Baird, manager, is win- 
tering at Coldstream Stud for C. B. Shaffer, Chi- 
cago sportsman, and Monday of this week the 
horses which will comprise two divisions of the 
stable were shipped away. To Mr. Gordon at 
Douglas Park, Louisville, went the 2-year-olds 
St. Bernard, Top Dog, Joybird, Tophorn, Nectar- 
ine and Watersplash and the 3-year-olds Celiba 
and Swiftbrook; these will all be raced under the 
colors of Elmer Dale Shaffer, young son of the 
owner of Coldstream. To Mr. Hirsch at Bel- 
mont Park were sent seven 2-year-olds, Finance, 
Gay Dog, Caleb, Live Wire, Live Time, Plucky 
Baby and Dark Woman. 

Another division of the Coldstream horses, to 
consist of nine head, will be handled by Jack 
Howard, who now has Cleone and Fire Mask at 
Miami. To these will be added seven others, the 
3-year-olds Domino Player, Gold Signet, Trans- 
call and Acrobatic and the 2-year-olds Weedidit, 
Pop’s Betty and Fire Lass, when Mr. Howard re- 
turns from Florida.

DISAPPOINTMENT EXPRESSED 


N The Times-Star (Cincinnati), Adolph Mathis, 

Turf writer, says keen disappointment, but 
no antagonism, was expressed by directors of 
the Cincinnati Jockey Club, which operates 
the Coney Island track when they read that 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission had 
approved the Latonia Jockey Club’s application 
for 37 days racing, beginning May 26 and end- 
ing July 7. He quotes Leo F. Schott: 

The hurried action of the Latonia Jockey Club, in 
view of our expressed desire to hold a meeting with the 
Latonia officials to arrange a satisfactory date schedule 
for both organizations, came both as a surprise and 
disappointment to me and other Cincinnati directors. 

Howard Ragland, the Cincinnati Jockey Club’s 
attorney at Cincinnati, “also expressed disap- 
pointment that there was no get-together meet- 
ing before any dates were assigned,” says The 
Times-Star story, which gave the additional in- 
formation that Cincinnati directors are disin- 
clined to make further comment until after con- 
sultation with General Manager William Halpin, 
who lives in New York, and concluded with the 
expression “it is now likely Coney Island will 
follow the same course it did last summer.” 
Coney Island’s race meeting in 1933 embraced 
42 days, from July 31 to September 16. 


NEW TRACK NEAR BUFFALO 

On a site 15 miles from Buffalo and a like dis- 
tance from Niagara Falls, Albert E. Buyers, an- 
nounced last week that construction work for 
a new race track had already begun. It is to 


be owned by the Erie County Jockey Club, Inc., 
of which Mr. Buyers is president and Julius G. 
Reeder, of New Orleans, is said to have been 
engaged as manager. 
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LEADING AMERICAN BREEDERS 


URING the past 15 years, Thoroughbred 

horses produced in the breeding establish- 
ment of the late Harry Payne Whitney and that 
of his son and heir, Cornelius Vanderbilt Whit- 
ney, won 3,820 races and earned a total of $7,905,- 
657. These figures are taken from the statistics 
compiled in the office of Daily Racing Form (Chi- 
cago) and published annually in its American 
Racing Manual. 

Harry Payne Whitney first came to the head 
of the list of American breeders in the matter 
of money won during the year 1924. The fol- 
lowing year the late John E. Madden, who had 
ranked first from 1919 to 1923 inclusive, was 
again at the head of the list, but from 1926 to 
1933 inclusive the Whitney establishment has 
been in that coveted place of honor. 

In the matter of races won during those 15 
years, the late John E. Madden ranked first from 
1919 until 1927 inclusive. Mr. Madden in 1926 
had held a sale at his famous Hamburg Place, 
near Lexington, at which he disposed of nearly 
all his breeding stock. Daily Racing Form did 
not begin compiling statistics on breeders until 
1917. That year and the following year they took 
into account only the number of races won, and 
did not keep record of the money earned. Mr. 
Madden was at the head of the list also those two 
years, making his score 11 successive years, 
during all of which time Harry Payne Whitney 
was either second or third. It has remained, 
however, for C. V. Whitney, with horses in- 
herited from his father, to gain first place, both 
in respect of races won and money earned. The 
list of the three leading breeders in the matter 
of races won is given by years as follows:

CALIFORNIA 


LOS ANGELES TURF CLUB 


HE application of Hal Roach, of Los Angeles, 

and Dr. Charles H. Strub, of San Francisco, 
and their associates for a permit to build and 
operate, as the property of the Los Angeles Turf 
Club, a track at Arcadia was granted by the 
California Horse Racing Board at a meeting held 
in Los Angeles Tuesday afternoon, January 9. 
The Board directed that the plant be completed 
not later than December 15, 1934, and the expec- 
tation now is that racing will begin there the first 
week in January, 1935. Plans call for expendi- 
ture of $800,000. The Board requires of the Club 
that it shall have $100,000 in cash on hand by 
February 15 next, and that $80,000 monthly shall 
be placed in the treasury until the $800,000 has 
been completed. The site, an entirely new loca- 
tion, embraces 215 acres immediately West of the 
intersection of Huntington and Colorado Boule- 
vards in Arcadia. It is about a mile Northeast 
of the ground broken last year by Joseph M. 
Smoot in his ill-fated venture. It is about the 
same distance North of the Arcadia balloon 
school, located on the site of Lucky Baldwin’s 
once widely known race course. The 215 acres 
were bought from Anita Baldwin for $236,300, 
and the Board was assured that financial ar- 
rangements for the purchase had been satisfac- 
torily completed. Among those who are inter- 
ested in the enterprise with Mr. Roach and Dr. 
Strub are K. R. Kingsbury, President Standard 
Oil Company of California; Felix McGinnis, Vice- 
President Southern Pacific; Dwight Hart, hotel 
magnate; Nelson A. Howard, retired chemical 
engineer; Arthur Hastings, real estate operator; 
Lee Battson, capitalist; Dwight Whiting, Vice- 
President Pacific Finance Company, and Erle 
Halliburton, oil machinery manufacturer. 

This was the third permit for racing granted 
by the Board. The first was to Tanforan, which 
plant at San Bruno had been in existence for a 
long time, and the second to the California 
Jockey Club, on January 4, for a plant at San 
Mateo, also near San Francisco. Fred L. Wilke, 
Los Angeles stock broker, and associates, includ- 
ing Lou Smith, manager of Rockingham Park 
and the Houston track called Epsom Downs, have 
made application for permit to build a second 
plant in the Los Angeles area. The Board at its 
meeting on January 9 took no action on that ap- 
plication, but let it be known that it had not 
been denied. 

Dr. Strub proposed to the Board that there be 
two Spring meetings at the new track in 1935, 
the first to be 33 days, opening January 3 and 
closing February 16, the second to be 25 days, 
opening March 20 and closing April 24. The 
matter of dates will be determined later in this 
year. 


WILL ROGERS FOR GOVERNOR 

Dr. Frederick V. Fisher, of Washington, D. C., 
at a Jackson Day dinner in San Jose, Calif., Janu- 
ary 8. suggested the name of Will Rogers as a 
candidate for Governor of California at the next 
election. It goes without saying that if he runs 
the noted humorist will have the support of 
California’s horse people. 


TANFORAN IN DOUBT 

John W. Marchbank, controlling owner of Tan- 
foran, last week wired the California Horse Rac- 
ing Board a request for the return of his de- 


posit of $10,000 required under the racing laws 
for each course permitted to hold meetings. Mr, 
Marchbank is quoted by Harry B. Smith, sport- 
ing editor of the San Francisco Chronicle, in the 
January 9 issue of that paper, as having made 
the following statement: 

It is well within the possibilities there will be no 
spring race meeting at Tanforan. No dates have been 
allotted to Tanforan and, under the existing conditions, 
I do not feel it would be wise to proceed. We dropped 
$60,000 at the winter meeting. That is a lot of money 
in these days, but we managed to dig it up. I don't 
want to go through that sort of an experience again 
unless conditions facing us are changed. I feel it ig 
far better to have no spring racing here. 

Mr. Smith comments that there is evident fric- 
tion between Tanforan, Inc., and the California 
Jockey Club, of which William P. Kyne is mana- 
ger and which was recently granted a permit for 
the building of a new track at San Mateo. Mr. 
Smith thinks this may mean that there will be 
no spring meeting at Tanforan. He has the im- 
pression also that an effort is being made by the 
Horse Racing Board to placate Mr. Marchbank 
and his associates. Insofar as THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is at present informed, the request for the re- 
turn of the deposit to Mr. Marchbank has ‘not 
been complied with. 


MARYLAND 


BETTER DAYS AHEAD 


T the annual meeting of the Maryland Stock- 

men’s Association, held at the Lord Balti- 
more Hotel, Baltimore, January 10, in connection 
with the Farm Bureau conference, a round table 
discussion of present conditions of and future 
prospects for the various breeds of livestock was 
held. The state Racing Commission was repre- 
sented by Edwin Warfield, Jr., and, while the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association was not 
represented, there was a delegation of eight 
members of the Southern Maryland Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association on hand. A brief review of the 
Thoroughbred industry in the State was given 
by Humphrey S. Finney, of the S. W. Labrot or- 
ganization, who emphasized the fact that the 
Maryland farmers needed the horsemen and vice 
versa. The inducements offered to farmers by 
the Racing Commission to embark in the Thor- 
oughbred industry were mentioned. Mr. War- 
field told the members that it was the Commis- 
sion’s hope to return the breeder’s award in 
Maryland-bred races as soon as possible. He 
mentioned the vast sum paid by the racing asso- 
ciations to the State treasury, and warned of the 
danger of killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg by unwise tax measures. A better spirit of 
co-operation between those engaged in the vari- 
ous branches of the vast livestock industry and 
a note of hope for continuously better days 


ahead seemed to be the keynotes of the 
discussion. 
RYAN BUYS TWO FILLIES 

From their breeder, Janon Fisher, Jr., of 


Eccleston, Md., Allan Ryan has purchased two 
highly regarded 2-year-olds. These are Vanda 
Cerulean, bay or brown filly by Blue Larkspur— 
Binnacle, by Man o’ War, and Turmoil, bay filly 
by *Wrack—Cassandra, by Man o’ War. Both 
fillies have been shipped to Fred Hopkins, new 
trainer of the Anall Stable, at Bowie, where the 
stable is wintering. While primarily intended for 
racing, both these fillies have great paddock 
value when through on the track.

TROPICAL PARK 


USINESS was picking up at Tropical Park 

last week. Except for Tuesday, which was 
rainy and cold, the pari-mutuel turnover was 
above the $100,000 mark each day. For the first 
seven days of the meeting, December 30-January 
6, the average, including two Saturdays, was only 
$93,574. For the next five days, January 8-12, 
with no Saturday included, the total was $538,204, 
average $107,640. For the entire six days of last 
week, including Saturday, January 13, the total 
was $699,361, average $116,560. The total for the 
first 13 days of the meeting, December 30-Janu- 
ary 13, was $1,354,381, average $104,183. Attend- 
ance is also reported to be rising steadily, along 
with the wagering. 

‘When the meteing opened there was difficulty 
in filling the races, but it was assumed that this 
trouble would disappear when more racers got 
into condition. It appears now that there is 
simply a shortage of horses in the Miami sector. 
Nevertheless, Racing Secretary Jack B. Camp- 
bell, by dint of hard work, has been able to put 
together good programs daily, with well matched 
fields. 

Clarify (see front cover) is among the out- 
standing horses of the meeting, having won two 
races in decisive style. The B. B. Stable is the 
leading money-winning owner of the meeting, and 
its trainer, the up-and-doing young Hirsch 


Jacobs, tops the trainers. Earl Porter is far out 
in front of the other jockeys. 


NO COME-BACK 

For years THE BLOOD-HORSE has been urging 
owners and trainers to bet their money at the 
tracks for the best results all around. Jack 
Howard furnished an example along that line 
Monday of this week at Tropical Park. The Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer’s correspondent reported: 


Jack Howard, that mighty little man from Kentucky, 
who has “murdered” the bookmakers on many an oc- 
casion the past couple of years,, bet in the machines 
here today and took down $13.90 to 1 when his hand- 
some 2-year-old Albuquerque won the opening race 
here at Tropical Park. 

Jack knew he had a good runner in this speedy 2- 
year-old by Monk’s Way. He kept it under cover, too, 
preferring to wager in the machines, and as a result 
the price held up. 

Had Jack bet with a bookmaker it’s a cinch most of 
the money would have found its way back into the 
race track and the come-back coin would have battered 
the price down almost to nothing. 

Albuquerque smashed the coaalt mark for eres fur- 
longs when he stepped the distance in :344% This 
youngster was well schooled and broke a “Corbett, 
however, had some trouble keeping him straight, as he 
went a bit wide at the head of the stretch. In the final 
furlong however, Albuquerque really got to running and 
he was going away at the end. 

Albuquerque beat a 1-to-4 shot in No Saint. This 
Whitney youngster was looked upon as having the race 
at his mercy, but the form players failed to rate Howard 
and his entry high enough. No Saint reared and fell at 
the berrier which might have had something to do with 
his defeat. 

Jack was all smiles when his youngster won. It is 
rumored that he has several 2-year-olds in his barn 
which can take Albuquerque into camp any time they 
meet. ‘‘hey are by Greenock . 

Howard started Flaghorn in the second and bet pretty 
good on him away from the track, too, but he finished 
out of the money. The winner in this race turned up 
in Croon. 

Incidentally, No Saint ran the three furlongs in 
the same time, 35 seconds, as when he established 
a new track record earlier in the meeting. Albu- 
querque beat him one length and cut a fifth of a 
second off the record. Incidentally again, Albu- 


querque started a big pay-off in the daily double. 


The one person who held a ticket coupling him 
and Fervid, winner of the third race, cashed it 
for $2,642.20. 


HIALEAH PARK BOOK 


Charles McLennan, who stepped in as racing 
secretary at Hialeah Park after the death of his 
father, Joseph McLennan, last week issued the 
condition book for the first 10 days of the 45-day 


.meeting. There are seven races daily, and of the 


total of 70 events, 19 are for $700, 31 $800, 18 
$1,000, and two are $2,500 added stakes events, 
the Hialeah Park Inaugural Handicap, on the 
opening day, January 25, and the Hialeah Stakes, 
February 3. The first race each day is for 2-year- 
olds, and is worth $700 except on January 30, 
when it is valued at $800. One race is listed to 
be run on the turf, a claiming affair at 1 1-16 
miles on February 3. 


CAVALCADE IN FLORIDA DERBY 


Trainer Robert A. Smith, handling the Brook- 
meade Stable horses, announced at Miami last 
week that in a few days he would ship Cavalcade 
from Columbia, S. C., to Hialeah Park with the 
intention of starting ‘him in the Florida Derby. 
Cavaleade, imported in utero, by Lancegaye out 
of *Hasty, by Hurry On, won the Hyde Park 
Stakes and performed well enough to be rated at 
or near the top of the 2-year-old list by most 
handicappers. Trainer Smith reports that both 
Cavalcade and High Quest will.be prepared for 
the Kentucky Derby and the Preakness Stakes. 


HIALEAH PARK’S FLOWERS 


I. W. Clark, who has charge of the trees, shrubs 
and flowers at Hialeah Park during last summer, 
planted 250,000 annuals for use during the com- 
ing race meeting. These small plants have been 
transferred into beds around the grandstand and 
clubhouse and in the infield of the race course. 
Many workmen have been busy for several days 
trimming hedges and the bougainvillea vines. 


COMMISSION’S NEW ORDER 


The Florida State Racing Commission at 
Tropical Park on January 15 posted the follow- 
ing order: 

Thoroughbreds entered to be run must be in their 
assigned stables at least one hour before post time. 
This regulation becomes effective beginning January 16. 


GOOD FOR FAVORITES 


Frank Ortell, in the Miami Daily News of last 
Sunday, comments: 


Though longshots have been rolling home with sur- 
prising regularity, the percentage of winning favorites 
at the meeting is high. Checking over the charts since 
the meeting opened Dec. 30, 33 of the 84 favorites 
clicked. This is a percentage of close to 40 per cent 
unless we have our figgers screwy. 


2-YEAR-OLD SIRE LIST CORRECTION 


Hal Price Headley’s stallion, Supremus, has 11 
2-year-old winners in 1933, instead of 10, as given 
in the list of sires of juvenile winners, as pub- 
lished in THE BLOOD-HORSE last week. Thomas- 
ville should be added to his list of winners, and 
his totals should be: 11 winners, 19 races won, 
$8,550 in first monies. The error came about as 
a result of the race won by Thomasville being 
carried in the charts erroneously as a race for 
3-year-old maidens.

LEGISLATION 


MASSACHUSETTS 


EADING Massachusetts sportsmen headed by 

Bayard Tuckerman, Fred F. Field, John R. 
Macomber, Augustus F. Goodwin, Sumner Pin- 
gree, Richard E. Danielson, Charles F. Adams, and 
Adnah Neyhart last week began another effort 
to secure a racing law for the Bay State. A bill 
similar to that which was narrowly defeated in 
the last legislature was introduced at Boston 
January 13. The bill provides for betting under 
the pari-mutuel system and places racing under 
the control of a State Racing Commission of 
three members to be appointed by the Governor 
and to serve without salary. The measure au- 
thorizes a 10 per cent take-out, of which 6% 
per cent goes to the racing association giving the 
meeting and 31% per cent to the State of Massa- 
chusetts, which also would receive license fees. 
The money going to the State is directed to be 
used for Agricultural promotion and for old age 
pensions. 


COLORADO 

At Denver last week the bill to legalize pari- 
mutuel betting on horse racing in Colorado 
passed the House of Representatives, 33 to 19, 
and it has gone to the Senate for a vote next 
week. It is expected that a bitter fight will be 
made on the measure in the Senate. The bill 
carries an emergency clause which makes it ef- 
fective immediately after the Governor’s signa- 
ture is given, should it be passed by the Senate. 
Gov. Edward C. Johnson is counted as favorable 
to the measure, as while a member of the Legis- 
lature he voted regularly for the institution of 
pari-mutuel betting. This bill provides for a 
take-out of 12 per cent, of which 6 per cent to 
the state and 6 per cent to the racing association 
conducting the meeting. 


NEW JERSEY 

The New Jersey Legislature is considering a 
constitutional convention, which, if held, may 
bring about legalization of pari-mutuel wagering 
at race tracks without the necessity for going 
through a procedure requiring at least two years 
for the enactment of an amendment to the pres- 
ent constitution. It is understood, however, that 
Senator Richards and Assemblyman Siracusa 
will shortly introduce a measure for an amend- 
ment permitting pari-mutuel betting, which failed 
last year. New Jersey has a State Racing Com- 
mission of Messrs. Cane, Burke and Hackney. 
The Commission had a meeting last week at 
which the proposed amendment was discussed. 
Friends of racing in New Jersey appear to be 
quite hopeful for early success. 


NEW YORK 

Senator George Blumberg, Republican, of 
Brooklyn, at Albany January 10 introduced a bill 
to amend the New York State Constitution to 
permit pari-mutuel betting at race courses. The 
measure was referred to the Senate Committee 
on Finance, which now has the Crgwford-Breiten- 
bach bill under consideration. 


NEW YORK 
The Binghamton Press of January 12 says that 
Attorney General Bennett will give an adverse 
opinion concerning the legality of the Crawford- 
Breitenbach bill to authorize cash betting at New 
York race tracks when and if asked for his opin- 


ion. The Press says the bill is in conflict with 
Article I Section 9 of the New York State Con- 
stitution and would amount to nullification of 
the Constitutional provision. “The Attorney 
General,” says the Press, “feels the State would 
have neither warrant nor authority for collection 
of the proposed 8 per cent from the gross revenue 
of the tracks under the Crawford-Breitenbach 
bill; that the tracks could do as they pleased.” 
The Press says that the Attorney General can 
give no official opinion until he is called upon 
and that no member of the Senate or of the As- 
sembly has mentioned the matter to the Attorney 
General, nor has Governor Lehmann. 


WOULD BAN JOBS 

In the House of Representatives of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature at Frankfort, January 11, a 
bill was introduced by Mr. Baker of Daviess 
County to make it unlawful for members of the 
General Assembly to accept any employment in 
any department of State during their terms of 
office. Inasmuch as the race courses in Kentucky 
are under control of the State Racing Commission 
which has been held to be a department of state 
it is likely that, in the event this measure be- 
comes a law, members of the General Assembly 
will not be employed on race tracks, as has been 
the case in a number of instances in the past. 


ILLINOIS 


RACING COMMISSION 


N June 27, 1933, the Illinois Legislature com- 

pleted the adoption of a law creating a State 
Racing Commission of three members to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. Up to Monday of this 
week, Gov. Henry Horner has not announced his 
appointments and insofar as is generally known 
no preparations have been made for the opening 
of a State Racing Commission office or for the 
promulgation of rules governing racing in 
Illinois. The time for action before beginning of 
spring racing is growing short and not only the 
track owners and the horse owners, but patrons 
of racing in general seem to be growing im- 
patient. 


HAWTHORNE 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy announced Monday 
of this week, at Chicago, that a meeting of 
Chicago Business Men’s Racing Association 
stockholders called for January 16 would not be 
held. He stated that the by-laws fixed the date 
for the annual meeting as January 26 and that 
no legal meeting could be held on another date 
except with his consent as president. He thought 
it best to now defer the meeting until Governor 
Horner has made known the personnel of the 
Illinois State Racing Commission and until that 
Commission shall have announced its policies and 
rules and granted dates. Judge Murphy stated 
that he holds the voting power of over 60 per cent 
of the stock and under the by-laws the present 
directors and officers will hold power until their 
successors are chosen. Judge Murphy called at- 
tention to the fact that Hawthorne “was one of 
the few race tracks in the United States which 
made an operating profit last year,” and ex- 
pressed himself as feeling sure “all of the stock- 
holders will be satisfied that their interests will 
be properly safe-guarded in the interim.”

LL monies counted, *Sir Gallahad III, premier 

sire at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, 
Paris, Ky., leads the winning sires in America for 
1933. Through the courtesy of Daily Racing Form 
(Chicago) THE BLOOD-HORSE is able this week to 
advise definitely that *Sir Gallahad III had 41 
performers which won 78 races, were second 84 
times, third 66 times and earned a total of 
$136,428 last year. Of this sum $92,140 was in 
first monies, in which respect *Sir Gallahad III 
is third to Black Toney ($97,748) and *Royal 
Minstrel ($94,395). 

*Sir Gallahad IIi’s get last year earned $44,288 
in second, third and fourth monies. The largest 
individual contribution to this amount was Sir 
Thomas’ $9,400, gained by a sterling second in 
the Westchester Futurity at Belmont Park. An- 
other $7,000 of it was earned by Hadagal when 
he finished second to Dixiana’s Far Star in the 
Arlington Futurity at Arlington Park. Norman 
W. Church’s Northway Stable star, Gallant Sir, 
accounted for $7,000 of it when he got $5,000 for 
being second in the Hawthorne Gold Cup to Equi- 
poise and $2,000 when he was second to Indian 
Runner in the Stars and Stripes Handicap. High 
Quest contributed $3,500 when he was second to 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Bazaar in the Hopeful 
Stakes. 

All monies counted, Col. E. R. Bradley’s Black 
Toney is second on the list, with 102 firsts, 90 
seconds, 83 thirds, and $112,924, of which $15,176 
was earned in second, third and fourth monies.

HE BLOOD-HORSE publishes herewith its com- 

plete list of sires of winners of races on 
the recognized tracks of North America during 
1933, along with tabulations of the leading sires 
with regard to amount of money (first monies 
only) won by their get, the leaders according the 
number of winners, and the leaders according to 
the number of races won by their get. 


In the matter of money won, Black Toney, 
23-year-old dean of the stallions at Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, is the 
leader, with a few thousand dollars margin over 
John Hay Whitney’s *Royal Minstrel and the 
syndicate-owned *Sir Gallahad III, standing at 
A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. 
Fourth on the list is another Claiborne stallion, 
Stimulus, which, although he has sent only five 
crops of foals to the races, last year was repre- 
sented by 36 winners of 162 races. The two 
Claiborne stallions will make an excellent show- 
ing in the American Racing Manual’s compila- 
tion showing the leading sires according to total 
monies won by their get, as both were repre- 
sented several times by horses which earned 
second money in some of the country’s richest 
races. *Sir Gallahad III is known to be the 
leader on the basis of total monies (see page 93). 

Horses on the following list of 20 leaders which 
were also on THE BLOOD-HORSE’S list of leaders 
for 1932 are Pennant, Pompey, *Sir Gallahad 
III, My Play, Man o’ War, High Time, Supremus, 
Flying Ebony. Man o’ War holds exactly the 
same rank, tenth, for each of the two seasons.

The House of Domino, as usual, dominates the 
lists of leaders in number of winners and number 
of races. High Time, son of Ultimus, was the 
leader in each of these departments in 1932, but 
last year he dropped to second place on each list, 
and in each case he was superseded by another 
son of Ultimus. Supremus, standing at Hal 
Price Headley’s Beaumont Stud, Lexington, is 
the leader in number of winners, with a total of 
45. High Time is tied for second place with 
Upset, a stallion which is of the Ben Brush male 
line but has a Domino mare for second dam. In 
respect to number of races won,¢Stimulus has a 
long lead over his contemporaries, with a total 
of 162 victories credited to his get. This is an 
exceptional record for a young stallion, and gives 
him a lead of 29 wins over High Time, which is 
second. Supremus, leading in number of win- 
ners, is third in number of wins. The leaders in 
these two departments are as follows:
